DEMOCRACY AT HOM 


It wes in oa dimly lighted oourtroom,. in one of the 
post offico buildings in San Franoisoo a year ago that 
the Tolan hearings for the Bey region, were held. „On 
the first day, a parede of selfish indfviduala--ignor- 
aht farmers, big=mouthed politioians and suive repre- 
sentatives of anti-racial groups--presented their rea- 
sons on why the Japanese and Japanore-Amerioana should 
be removed from the West ooast. 

Tne selfish end undemooratio measures they advocated 
became a reality in the months of April ond May. ‘tho 
totalitarian beliefs that they advoonted snowvalled in- 
to huge propertions, played and preyed on tho minds of 
the semi-informed publio anc resulted in our mass eva- 
ouetion, 

Tne echoes that rang throughout tho halls of the 
San Francisco post office havo not died dovm yet. They 
havo followed wus evon to our prosent habitat through 
misinformation and propaganda sproad by thoso instilled 
with a warpod concopt of constitutional oquality. 

On Fob. 13, Govornor Homer Adkins aigned a bill, in- 
troducod by State Sonator B, Frank: williams, whioh will 
prohibit any person of Japanoso anocstry from owaing 
lend in the stato of Arkansas. The roason for tho 
enaotment of the law in briof states: Poostiso, on ao- 
count of tho standards of livingof the Japancso pooplo, 
a white person oannot profitably oompoto with thc Jap- 
aneso oithor in agrioulturo or businoss. 

Thoro is moh room for argument as to whothor tho 
standard of living in California is lowor than in Ark- 
onsas, and many would say that it war not tho willing- 
noss to havo low standarda but tho ability to porsovoro 
and work hard and offioiontly that havo pavod tho way 
_for tho ostoblishmont of whatevor we had oronted in our 
formor California homoge 

Inithe final analysis, . very few if any of the per- 
sons of Japanese ancestry have had any intention of 
staying in the boundaries of this stete after the war, 
so it appears that the legislative representatives of 
Arkansas should reconsider their deoision. 

In it worth going ageinst the fundasental tenets of 
the US Constitution in order to satisfy the unsubstan- 
tiated fears of agricultural oompetition from fellow 
Americans who have no intentions of staying in this 


state?
